Friday’s demonstration against the 
state authorities and constabulary la 
an indication of the feeling of th** 
striking mea. These events were high­ 
ly colored by the appearance of the 
wIves and worn* n ny mpathizers of the 
striking men. 
With their babes in one 
arm and bricks and slag in their free 
hand, these amazons resisted attem pts 
of the authorities to e n ’**r their homes 
In search of strike leaders throughout 
the entire day. 
A trooper of constabulary, meeting 
with this resistance In one Instance. 
drove his horse through the fro m door 
of the home of a striker, and without 
dismounting, arrested the man he was 
looking for and practically galloped 
him to the box cars being used as po 
lice stations. 
The trooper, it Is re­ 
prised. was badly beaten by woman 
sympathizers while performing the ar­ 
rest.
